ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOLS.

CITIZENS AND FRIENDS OF THE SCHOOLS: 


The work done in the school during the year just past, as a 
whole, has been quite good. Some of it has been pre-eminently 
so. In mentioning the several schools, in detail, I shall mention 
some of the points of excellence which I noticed in my school 
visiting. 

District No. 1. 

Summer Term: Teacher, Miss Emma L. Snow. Length 
of term, 9 weeks. Whole number of pupils, 30. Wages per 
month, $17 80. Miss Snow labored with great fidelity, as she is 
wont to do, and at the close of the term the school showed that 
progress had been made. 

Fall Term: Miss Emma L. Snow, teacher. Length of 
term, 10 weeks. Number of pupils, 82. Wages per month, $20. 

Winter Term: Miss Emma L. Snow, teacher. Length of 
term, 12 weeks. Number of pupils, 82. Wages per month, 
$28 16. 

District No. 2. 


Summer Term: Teacher, Miss Gertrude E. Robertson. 

Length of term, 8.8 weeks. Number of pupils,7. Wages per 
month, $20. 

Fall Term: Miss Gertrude E. Robertson, teacher. Length 
of term, 11.8 weeks. Number of pupils, 11. Wages per month, 
$20. 

In some respects this may be considered the banner school. 
In the summer term six of the seven pupils were neither absent, 
tardy, or dismissed before the usual hour, and the seventh, with 
the exception of a week’s absence, has a similar record.. The 
same pupils have a similar record in the fall term. The care- 
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fully kept record of daily recitations shows that two of the pupils 
had perfect lessons in arithmetic for the two successive terms, and 
the lowest average standing in recitation was 77 per cent., while 
the highest was 98 per cent. 


District No. 3.

Mr. Burnham has a faculty for instructing the pupil to do his 
own work. ‘The examination was satisfactory. ‘The demonstra- 
tions in arithmetic were remarkably full and clear. I copy the 
following note made by Mr. Burnham in his register : : 

“Tf parents would visit the schools more, it would be better 
for all connected with them. Coming only at the closing exay; 
ination, though better than no visit, is not all that is’ wanted’ or 
required. Who of you would put out a colt or a pair of steers 
to be trained for two or three months, and not go to see how 
their training was going on, though they were in the hands of 
experienced trainers? Are your children of less account than 
your horses or cattle ?”
